Changing  the  Curriculum 

IT  IS  understood  that  there  is  a  movement  on  foot  to 
make  radical  changes  in  the  curriculum  at  Hampden- 
Sydney;  especially  there  seems  to  be  a  disposition  to  dis- 
pense with  Latin  and  Greek  as  prerequisite  for  the  B.  A. 
degree,  and  to  put  In  new  subjects 
and  expand  the  elective  system. 

It  is  felt  that  the  alumni 
of  Hampden-Sydney  will  serioush' 
object  to  any  radical  change  in  the 
curriculum.  It  is  believed  a  dis- 
tinctive feature  of  this  College, 
which  sets  it  apart  from  other 
institutions,  is  the  fine  cultural 
training  which  its  students  receive. 
One  of  the  reasons  assigned  and 
generally  accepted  as  an  explanation 
of  the  high  percentage  in  "Who's 
Who"  which  Hampden-Sydney  at- 
tained was  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
classics  were  stressed.  It  has  often 
been  observed  that  no  man  can 
become  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  English  language  without  having 
had  good  training  in  Latin  and 
Greek.  Not  only  is  this  true,  but 
these  languages  are  as  valuable  as 
mind  trainers  and  in  teaching  men 
to  think  as  mathematics  itself.  A 
number  of  institutions  have  paid 
considerable  attention  to  prepa- 
ration for  some  particular  profession 
which  the  student  expects  to  follow 
after  his  graduation.  It  is,  of  course, 
well  to  provide  certain  subjects  in 

the  way  of  preliminary  training  for  medicine,  and  to  a 
lesser  degree  for  other  professions,  but  the  thing  can  be 
carried  too  far  and,  in  the  long  run,  cause  the  student  to 
suffer  thereby. 

As  was  mentioned  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Alumni 
Record,  the  president  of  Bucknell  University  goes  so  far 
as  to  say  that  certain  deans  of  medical  schools  doubt  the 
wisdom  of  any  premedical  course  in  the  liberal  arts  college, 
and  state  that  such  subjects  can  be  better  handled  when 
the  student  starts  out  on  his  professional  course;  that 
the  cultural  training  which  he  gets  so  far  from  putting 
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him  at  a  disadvantage,  gives  him  more  than  an  equal 
chance  with  the  students  who  have  neglected  the  cultural 
side  and   applied   themselves   to  premedical   studies. 

The  function  of  a  college  is  not  simply  to  give  the 
student  the  courses  which  he  may  desire,  but  also  to  bring 
to  his  attention  subjects  which  he  should  take  and  in  fact 
induce  him  to  take  by  making  them 
a  part  of  the  prescribed  curriculum. 
Naturally,  the  great  majority  of 
students  entering  college  do  not 
know  definitely  what  they  want, 
and  when  past  experience  has  shown 
instructors  the  value  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  it  is  important  that  this 
should  be  impressed  on  the  student. 
It  makes  no  particular  difference 
why  a  vast  number  of  colleges  are 
slighting  the  classics  and  empha- 
sizing other  studies  and  making  the 
B.  A.  degree  easier  by  allowing  the 
student  to  pick  and  choose  as  he 
pleases.  People  are  too  often  in- 
fluenced by  the  expression  "every- 
body's doing  it"  and  find  it  easier 
to  fall  in  line  than  hold  out  for  those 
things  which  have  had  their  worth 
proven. 

There  is  danger,  if  radical 
changes  are  made  in  the  cur- 
riculum, of  Hampden-Sydney's  be- 
coming "just  another  college."  We 
should  like  to  see  Latin  and  Greek 
expanded  rather  than  curtailed 
and  the  degree  course  stiffened 
rather  than  made  easier;  and  while 
we  are  alwa\'s  glad  to  see  changes 
made  in  the  curriculum  when  they  tend  toward  progress 
and  advancement,  and  recognize  that  there  are  changes 
which  should  be  made,  we  are  reluctant  to  see  any 
radical  departure  from  the  present  curriculum,  and 
particularly  would  oppose  anything  that  would  affect 
the  fine  cultural  training  which  Hampden-Sydney  pro- 
vides and  which  has  made  it  stand  out  among  other 
institutions. 

It  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
will  move  slowly  and  cautiously  in  making  any  changes 
in  the  courses  now  prescribed  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
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"They  Shall  Not  Pass" 

SKILL  always  merits  applause  and  admiration,  whether 
it  be  that  of  a  mechanic,  of  a  surgeon,  or  of  a  lawyer 
at  the  bar,  or  whether  it  be  that  of  a  pla\'er  on  the  gridiron 
or  the  diamond ;  but  if  there  is  one  thing  more  than  another 
that  brings  unanimous  approval  and  thrills  the  spectator 
it  is  grit  and  determination  in  the  face  of  overpowering 
obstacles — that  unyielding  spirit  which  will  not,  in  the 
darkest  hour,  admit  defeat. 

These  words  are  by  way  of  preamble  to  comment  on 
the  annual  football  game  between  Hampden-Sydney  and 
Richmond  University  on  October  twenty-second.  We 
wish  that  every  former  student  of  Hampden-Sydney  might 
have  witnessed  this  game.  Opposed  by  an  experienced, 
well-trained,  heavier  and  more  powerful  aggregation — a 
fact  which  was  manifest  throughout  the  game — and  pushed 
back  under  their  very  goal  posts  more  than  half  a  dozen 
times,  yet,  when  the  crucial  moment  arrived, the  Hampden- 
Sydney  team  seemed  animated  by  an  almost  superhuman 
power  and  hurled  back  the  savage  attacks  of  Richmond 
LIniversity  and  kept  their  goal  line  inviolate.  The  boys 
from  Hampden-Sydney  had  apparently  adopted  as  their 
rallying  cry  the  famous  words  of  the  French  at  Verdun — 
"they  shall  not  pass." 

A  number  of  alumni,  seeing  the  game,  remarked  after- 
wards that  they  would  rather  have  seen  such  courage, 
such  stamina,  such  "guts"  if  you  please,  such  an  un- 
yielding spirit,  than  to  have  seen  the  team  run  away  with 
a  victory  by  three  or  four  touchdowns. 

It  is  such  a  spirit  as  was  manifested  on  this  occasion 
that  makes  every  Hampden-Sydney  man  proud,  and  he 
likes  to  think  that  this  is  typical  of  the  men  which  the  old 
College  turns  out — that  it  is,  when  against  heavy  odds, 
whether  on  the  playing  field,  in  debate  or  in  the  vicissitudes 
of  life,  that  they  rise  to  their  greatest  heights. 

Asa  Dupuy  Watkins 

THE  sudden  and  swift  passing  of  Professor  Asa  Dupuy 
Watkins  has  left  the  community  stunned  and  unable 
even  yet  to  comprehend  the  staggering  blow  that  has 
befallen  it. 

Born  in  this  county,  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney 
in  the  Class  of  1894,  and  having  spent  the  greater  part  of 
his  youth  within  a  few  miles  of  the  College,  and  for  the 
past  fourteen  years  head  of  the  Department  of  English, 
he  had  been  closely  identified  with  the  community  during 
the  greater  part  of  his  entire  life.  He  was  a  man  of  scholarly 
tastes  and  wide  culture  and  was  peculiarly  fitted  and 
equipped  for  the  important  chair  which  he  filled  with 
marked  ability  and  he  left  his  impress  on  the  youths  who 
sat  under  him.  He  was  not  one  of  those,  however,  who 
confined  himself  to  the  duties  and  demands  of  the  class- 
room, exacting  though  they  might  be,  and  responding  to 
those  duties  and  demands  with  conscientious  fidelity,  as 
he  did,  but  he  took  an  active  and  keen  interest  in  the  life 
of  the  entire  countryside — a  neighbor  always  ready  and 
anxious  to  be  of  service  to  others.  He  was  a  man  whose 
chief  delight  was  to  render  aid.  One  felt  that  he  never 
tired  when  he  could  do  something  for  a  friend  or  for  anyone 
in  need,  and  that  what  he  did  was  always  a  privilege  and 
never  a  burden. 

His  friends  recall  his  constant  courtesy  and  consider- 
ation,   his   charity;    his    cheerfulness;    his   optimism;    his 


delightful  humor;  his  gentle  satire;  his  ready  smile;  his 
striking  modesty;  his  utter  unselfishness,  and  his  unfailing 
gentleness.  Yet  with  all  his  gentleness,  he  was  abounding 
in  courage  and  like  his  lovable  and  gallant  father  before 
him,  the  late  Captain  R.  H.  Watkins,  of  the  Confederacy, 
he  did  not  know  the  meaning  of  fear. 

It  will  be  a  difficult  thing  to  find  one  to  carry  on  his 
work  in  the  English  Department,  but  impossible  to  find 
one  to  fill  his  place  in  this  community.  He  loved  everything 
that  was  beautiful  and  with  a  discerning  and  discrimi- 
nating appreciation — music,  art,  literature,  nature.  He 
was  himself  an  excellent  musician,  painted  landscapes 
with  a  touch  of  real  genius,  wrote  with  ease  and  a  high 
degree  of  literary  finish.  He  loved  the  glory  of  the  sunset, 
the  trees  in  all  their  varied  hues  of  green  in  the  spring- 
time, or  better  perhaps  their  gorgeous  colors  in  the  autumn ; 
the  summer  verdure  of  the  fields  or  the  golden  waves  of 
ripening  grain.  He  loved  all  these  and  they  brought  real 
joy  to  his  soul  and  yet  he  was  not  content  to  dream  dreams 
but  with  that  energy  that  was  his,  never  overlooked  the 
practical  which  life  demands  and  met  those  demands 
without  complaint  or  falter. 

His  devotion  to  his  family,  his  unswerving  performance 
of  his  duties,  his  loyalty  to  his  friends,  his  kindness  and 
consideration  to  all  and  his  simple  faith  and  piety  will 
cause  him  to  be  long  lamented  and  remembered  by  all 
those  who  belong  to  this  community  or  who  had  come  to 
know  him  when  their  lot  was  cast  here. 

The  editors  of  this  publication  desire  to  express  their 
sorrow  and  to  add  their  mede  of  praise  to  their  colleague 
and  friend.  He  was  almost  from  the  first  issue  one  of  the 
Editorial  Staff  of  The  Record.

Psychographing  the  Freshman  Class

IX  OFFERING  the  following  digest  of  the  latest  Fresh- 
man Class  at  Hampden-Sydney,  we  are  not  unmindful 
of  Mark  Twain's  classification  of  lies  into  plain  lies,  d — d 
lies  and  statistics.  We  unblushingly  disown  the  company, 
but  freely  admit  a  wide  margin  of  probable  error  and 
solemnly  warn  the  gentle  reader  that  no  conclusions  of 
finality  or  portent  can  be  drawn  from  one  hundred  and 
seven  cases.  None  the  less,  an  analysis  of  the  results  of 
two  of  the  best  standardized  tests*  developed  by  psy- 
chologists and  applied  one  fresh  October  morn  to  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  Class  of  '36  is  instructive. 

The  average  Freshman  is  17.8  years  of  age,  the  youngest 
being  fifteen  and  the  oldest  twenty-three.  He  comes  of  a 
family  averaging  3.8  children.  Nine  are  "only  children"; 
twenty-two  belong  to  "large"  families  of  six  to  ten 
children.  Thirt}--nine  come  from  cities  of  over  ten  thou- 
sand, forty-four  from  towns  and  only  twenty-two  from  the 
countr}',  where  the  depression  has,  doubtless,  been  most 
acutely  felt.  Only  twenty-six  are  sons  of  the  professions 
and  farmers'  sons  number  only  eleven;  forty-five  are  sons 
of  business  men  and  merchants;  sixteen  (an  increase)  are

ed.  and  Thurstone  Personality  Schedule,  1929. 
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sons  of  artisans  and  clerical  workers.  We  note  a  decrease 
in  ministers"  sons,  teachers'  sons  and  la\v)-ers'  sons. 

In  the  "intelligence"  or  more  accurately  scholastic 
aptitude  test,  the  ministers'  sons  lead,  the  sons  of  skilled 
workers  (machinists,  etc.)  come  ne.xt  and  engineers'  sons 
are  third.  The  business  men's  sons  show  least  scholastic 
aptitude  as  a  group,  but  with  a  comforting  number  of 
brilliant  exceptions.  Further  solace  may  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  business  men's  sons  in  this  class  are  the  best 
poised  or  "emotionally  adjusted."  Ministers'  sons  and 
sons  of  skilled  workers  tie  for  second  place  while  engineers' 
sons  (as  noted  also  last  year)  are  the  most  nervous  or 
maladjusted.  These  may  be  times  that  try  men's  souls  but 
seemingly  not  their  sons'  souls;  for  the  class,  as  a  whole, 
averages  almost  B  on  the  standard  scale  with  no  more 
than  the  usual  number  of  maladjusted  cases. 

Freshmen  from  the  cities,  as  usual,  show  superior 
"mental  alertness,"  perhaps  due  to  the  superior  in- 
struction of  city  schools,  but  the  country  boys  more  than 
hold  their  own  in  comparison  with  the  town  boys.  Coun- 
try schools  appear  to  be  improving  their  standards.  The 
rural  Freshmen,  however,  manifest  a  distinctly  larger 
proportion  of  maladjustment  than  the  city  boys  and 
town  bo}'s.  Can  it  be  that  country  life  has  become  more 
harrassing  and  unsettling  than  the  bustle  of  the  cities? 

What  of  the  home  life.''  We  find  in  confirmation  of 
last  year's  figures  that  the  mental  ability  of  our  Freshmen 
is  almost  inversely  proportional  to  the  size  of  the  family 
from  which  they  come.  Thus  the  median  of  all  the  cases 
of  "only  child"  is  forty-six  points  above  the  general 
median,  while  the  median  of  all  "cases  of  five  to  ten 
children"  is  eighteen  points  below  the  same  standard. 
Outstanding  exceptions,  of  course,  can  be  found,  but  this 
is  the  trend.  Is  it  a  tribute  to  the  developmental  value 
of  individual  attention.''  All  euthenists  will  agree.  Heredi- 
tarians  may  disagree.  \\  ith  respect  to  personality  rating, 
however,  both  extremes  suffer  a  disadvantage.  A  large 
majority,  eight-five  per  cent.,  of  all  the  "nervous" 
Freshmen  come  either  from  very  small  families  or  from 
large  families,  fifty  per  cent,  of  them  from  the  latter. 
Medium  sized  families  tend  to  turn  out  the  best  poised 
individuals. 

As  to  fraternity  affiliations,  about  se\'ent}'  of  this 
year's  Freshmen  (a  falling  of  by  fifteen  per  cent,  from 
last  year)  accepted  bids  and  were  pledged  to  the  various 
social  fraternities  after  the  usual  concentrated  rushing. 
Once  more  we  note  that  despite  a  wide  range  from  very 
highest  to  very  lowest  these  pledges  average  eight  or  ten 
points  below  the  nonpledges  in  intellectual  ability.  Does 
•  this  mark  the  poverty  of  our  intellectuals  or  the  social 
retardation  so  often  noted  in  the  mentally  precocious.' 
We  observe  in  passing  that  the  nonfraternity  Freshmen, 
on  the  average,  are  slightly  older  and  come  from  larger 
families,  also  that  they  represent  chiefly  the  artisan, 
clerical  and  agricultural  classes.  One  may  suspect  then 
both  social  and  economic  factors  in  fraternity  selection, 
but  hardly  highbrowism ! 

\A^ith  regard  to  age,  the  usual  rule  holds  that  scholastic 
aptitude  is  inversely  proportional  to  chronological  age. 
Freshmen,  sixteen  years  old  or  less,  are  mostly  in  the  top 
fourth  intellectually;  while  those  aged  nineteen  to  twent}-- 
three,  with  some  conspicuous  exceptions  are,  as  a  group, 
below  average.  The  older  Freshmen,  however,  tend  to  be 
better  balanced  or  less  nervous. 

With  respect  to  type  of  secondary  schools  from  which 
our  Freshmen  come  we  note  a  distinct  reversal  from  last 
}'ear.  This  year  the  graduates  of  the  preparatory  schools 


are  much  superior  to  the  high  school  graduates  in 
scholastic  aptitude  and  also  show  up  better  in  the  per- 
sonality test,  with  only  two  cases  of  maladjustment.  But 
we  have  only  nineteen  preparatory  school  products  in 
this  Freshman  Class,  or  about  half  of  the  usual  number. 
Seemingly,  Old  Man  Depression  has  done  some  weeding 
out  in  the  private  schools. 

Can  any  predictions  be  based  upon  these  tests?  No 
one  save  God  in  His  omniscience  can  predict  exactly  what 
any  individual  will  do.  Yet  certain  probabilities  are 
established.  On  the  basis  of  last  year's  experience  we 
could  predict  that  four-fifths  of  the  top  ten  per  cent,  on 
the  scholastic  aptitude  test  would  be  honor  students  and 
that  a  similar  proportion  of  the  bottom  ten  per  cent, 
would  be  academic  failures.  What  do  we  find?  So  far, 
all  but  two  of  the  first  group  have  rated  the  First  or 
Second  Honor  Roll;  while  of  the  second  group  all  but  two 
admirable  plodders  ha\'e  failed  an  average  of  four  courses 
apiece.  No  such  predictions  can  be  based  upon  the  per- 
sonality test,  except  that  the  most  nervous  are  more 
apt  to  be  downed  or  tackled  for  an  academic  loss  by  the 
heartless  faculty  than  the  well-poised  ones.  Alumni  who 
can  vividly  recall  the  equestrian  pursuits  of  their  old 
professors  will  not  be  surprised. 

As  to  preferred  lifework,  thirty-seven  out  of  one 
hundred  and  seven  are  still  undecided.  Aledicine  makes 
the  biggest  appeal.  Twenty-four  aspire  to  that  noble  pro- 
fession. Evidently  we  shall  have  no  dearth  of  doctors. 
Eleven  aspire  to  be  lawyers;  five  to  be  business  men;  five 
to  be  teachers;  four  to  be  engineers;  three  to  be  ministers; 
three,  each,  to  be  chemists  and  dentists;  two  to  be  scientists 
and  two  athletic  coaches;  one  to  be  an  actor,  one  a  diplo- 
mat and  one  a  magician.  Of  the  eleven  doctors'  sons, 
seven  wish  to  follow  in  their  fathers'  footsteps.  Even  more 
strikingly  falls  the  paternal  mantle  in  the  case  of  law  since 
four  out  of  the  five  lawyers'  sons  have  legal  ambitions.  Of 
all  the  forty-five  business  men's  sons  only  four  have 
hitched  their  wagon  to  the  star  of  business  success. 
Watchful  waiting  perhaps'  Not  one  of  the  ten  ministers' 
sons  aspires  to  the  high  calling  of  their  fathers.  There  is  a 
like  failure  to  emulate  the  paternal  example  in  the  re- 
maining occupations.  Only  fifteen  out  of  seventy  who 
have  decided  their  lifework  desire  to  be  their  fathers' 
sons,  vocationally  speaking.  This  generation  thinks  for 
itself,  dreams  its  own  dreams. 

A  word  as  to  temperament.  Are  college  freshmen 
temperamental  ?  To  a  degree.  One-fifth  of  our  Freshmen 
say  they  are  "frequently  in  low  spirits."  One-eighth  are 
cynically  inclined,  "think  most  people  are  self-seeking  or 
malicious."  Slightly  more  than  a  fourth  are  troubled  with 
feelings  of  inferiority — the  facult)'  and  the  sophomores 
are  not  so  crushing  after  all.  Only  six  per  cent,  have  ever 
"seen  a  vision."  But,  after  all,  P'reshman  troubles  cannot 
be  so  bad;  only  five  out  of  one  hundred  and  seven  "do  not 
usually  sleep  well." 

Finally,  as  to  religious  persuasion,  we  note  a  change 
that  may  surprise.  Out  of  one  hundred  and  seven  Fresh- 
men, twenty  are  Methodists;  seventeen  are  Baptists; 
nine  are  Episcopalians;  three  are  Christians;  nine  have  no 
church  affiliations.  Only  forty-seven  have  Calvinistic 
blood  in  their  veins.  We  are  no  longer  Presbyterians  of 
the  Presbyterians.  But  we  have  no  Quakers,  no  Catholics, 
no  Jews — orthodox  or  reformed,  no  Christian  Scientists, 
no  Unitarians  and  no  Holy  Rollers.  It  would  hardh-  be 
southern  hospitality  for  us  to  mention  which  of  the  five 
denominations  represented  here  leads  in  intelligence  and 
which  in  emotionality.     \\'e  leave  our  readers  to  guess. 
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More  worthy  of  note  is  that  few  colleges  can  claim  ninety- 
two  per  cent,  of  their  entering  Freshmen  as  church  mem- 
bers. Happily,  that  percentage  gains  as  their  life  here 
goes  on.

The  Fiftieth  Year  of  The  Hampden- 
Sydney  Magazine 

1  By  \V.  H.  Whiting,  Jr. 

THE  ISSUE  of  the  llampden-Sydney  Magazine  for 
October,  1932,  is  an  interesting  one.  It  is  dedicated  to 
Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby,  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding 
personality  and  of  the  remarkable  contribution  which  he 
has  made  to  Hampden-Sydney  during  forty  years  of 
active  service.  This  current  volume  commemorates  the 
fiftieth  year  of  successful  publication,  and  this  fact  is 
emphasized  in  this  number.  A  well-written  editorial, 
■'Success  for  Fifty  Years,"  points  out  that  "in  1859  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Magazine  began  its  existence,  continuing 
for  two  years.  Then  the  uncertain  conditions  which 
eventually  culminated  in  the  great  ^^'ar  Between  the 
States  compelled  the  Union  and  Philanthropic  Societies, 
then  responsible  for  its  publication,  to  discontinue  their 
efforts  for  a  season.  The  revival  of  the  magazine  did  not 
take  place  until  1SS4.  Since  that  revival,  the  magazine 
has  continued,  gaining  state-wide  recognition  as  one  of 
the  outstanding  literary  productions  of  the  many  colleges 
in  Virginia." 

Besides  the  usual  student  contributions  of  a  high  order 
of  merit — prose,  poetr}-,  book  reviews,  etc.  this  number 
one,  of  volume  fifty,  contains  two  long  articles  of  great 
local  historical  importance.  The  first  of  these,  "The 
Revived  Magazine"  by  Dr.  H.  R.  Mcllwaine,  Virginia's 
distinguished  State  Librarian,  makes  a  brief  statement  as 
to  the  two  volumes  of  1859-61,  and  carries  the  detailed 
history  of  the  revival  in  1884.  The  author  gives  a  list  of 
the  original  editors  and  finds  that  they  depended  mainly 
on  contributions  from  alumni  of  the  College  and  others 


''to  such  an  extent  that  these  issues,  taking  them  by  and 
large,  exhibit  a  superiority  in  literary  merit  over  the 
issues  of  the  great  majority  of  mere  college  publications." 
He  quotes  from  the  "Salutatory"  printed  November, 
1884,  in  number  one  of  volume  three  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Magazine,  in  which  the  editors  state  that  the 
literary  societies  have  decided  to  resume  the  publication 
interrupted  by  the  War  and  the  troublous  times  which 
followed.  The  statement  of  the  editor  is:  "It  was  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  the  publication  was  to  be  a  revival 
of  the  old  publication  and  not  a  new  one."  For  such  action 
the  time  had  plainly  come  in  1884;  for,  to  quote  again: 
"The  College  now  has  upon  its  rolls  a  greater  number  of 
students  than  has  been  in  attendance  at  any  time  since 
i860,  and  improvement  is  noticeable  in  every  department, 
while  the  esprit-de-corps  of  the  students — that  upon  which 
the  success  and  standing  of  a  college  are  to  a  great  extent 
dependent — is  excellent." 

In  an  interesting  manner.  Dr.  Mcllwaine  traces  the 
various  steps  of  the  reorganization  and  makes  brief 
mention  of  the  students  connected  with  the  movement, 
men  who  later  filled  positions  of  honor  and  trust  and 
served  well  their  day  and  generation.  He  tells  of  S.  P. 
Preston,  the  gifted  youth  who  graduated  in  medicine  at 
the  University  of  \  ienna  and  was  fast  rising  into  promi- 
nence in  his  profession  when  ill-health  cut  short  his 
promising  career;  of  J.  B.  Finley,  politician  and  business 
man  who  held  the  respect  of  all  who  met  him;  of  Charles 
H.  Lee,  "probably  the  best  read  man  in  College  at  the 
time"  and  now  a  revered  Doctor  of  Divinity;  of  J.  W. 
Adams,  "now  the  efficient  clerk  of  the  corporation  court 
of  Fredericksburg";  of  H.  C.  \'.  Campbell,  ''who  entered 
the  ministry,  preached  acceptably,  and  died  all  too  early"; 
of  Hugh  A.  \\'hite,  now  of  Lexington,  Virginia,  "at  present 
one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  the  State";  of  T.  S.  Henry, 
great  grandson  of  Patrick  Henry,  at  one  time  connected 
with  the  Department  of  Justice  in  Washington  and  now  a 
prominent  citizen  of  Texas;  of  Joseph  Rennie,  "whose 
oratorical  and  other  talents  have  since  been  put  to  ample 
use  in  his  career  as  a  successful  minister  of  the  Presby- 
terian church";  of  F.  T.  McFaden,  "who  has  been  un- 
usually successful  in  the  Presbyterian  ministr}'  and  in 
fraternal  work." 

The  time  of  the  ''revival"  was  evidently  a  period  of 
intellectual  activity  and  the  students  connected  with  it 
must  have  been  an  unusual  group  of  youths — full  of 
enthusiasm,  of  energy  and  of  earnest  purpose. 

The  other  historical  article  in  this  number  of  the 
Magazine  is  by  President  J.  D.  Eggleston  and  is  entitled 
"Reminiscences."  In  this  article  Dr.  Eggleston  reports 
his  experiences  as  a  pupil  in  the  Prince  Edward  Academy 
and  as  a  student  in  the  College,  1882-86.  For  the  future 
investigator,  this  article  throws  a  flood  of  light  upon  the 
educational  and  social  conditions  on  "The  Hill"  in  the 
latter  days  of  Dr.  Atkinson's  administration  and  the  early 
years  of  Dr.  Mcllwaine's;  for  the  doctor  draws  a  vivid 
picture  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  its  environs  as  they 
existed  half  a  century  ago.  The  picture  is  not  an  outline 
sketch  merely;  the  details  are  filled  in  with  a  clearness  and 
a  charm  rarely  seen  in  "personal"  recollections;  the 
touch  of  a  master  artist  is  revealed.  The  article  is  replete 
with  anecdote  and  incident;  there  are  life  and  color;  the 
reader  can  see  with  the  mind's  eye,  as  if  with  the  e\'e  of 
flesh,  the  scenes  of  the  childhood  and  youth  of  the  dis- 
tinguished author  "as  fond  recollection  presents  them 
to  view." 

An  epitome  of  this   remarkable   setting  forth   of  the 
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Hampden-Sydney  of  a  long-gone  past  is  impossible;  to 
abbreviate  would  mar;  an  outline  would  lack  color  and 
perspective;  to  be  appreciated  the  article  must  be  read 
in  its  entirety. 

The  old  friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  would  derive 
great  pleasure  from  this  issue  of  the  Magazine — for  the 
matter  of  that,  from  all  the  issues  as  they  come  from  the 
press — and  would  be  well  repaid  if  they  would  subscribe 
to  this  admirable  student  publication,  of  which  the 
Editor-in-Chief  this  year  is  Mr.  James  E.  Hemphill,  of 
Petersburg,  Virginia,  and  the  Business  Manager  is  Mr. 
E.  F.  Younger,  Jr.,  of  Lynchburg,  Virginia. 


Some  Colored  Celebrities  of 
By-Gone  Days

WHEREVER  one  goes  in  the  South  he  will  find  well- 
known  characters  among  the  colored  race  who  al- 
most become  part  and  parcel  of  the  community  in  which 
they  reside.  They  are  really  "characters." 

Naturally,  Hampden-Sydney,  located  in  Southside 
Virginia  where  the  negro  population  is  large,  would  be 
expected  to  have  its  quota  of  these  colored  landmarks. 
New  students  coming  in  from  year  to  year  found  these 
negroes  and,  no  doubt,  regarded  them  as  much  a  part  of 
the  College  community  as  the  professors  themselves,  and 
they  were  naturally  on  far  easier  and  more  familiar  terms 
with  them  than  with  their  instructors.  The  reader  of  this 
article  will  recall  at  once  the  names  and  characters  of  those 
whom  I  am  seeking  to  portray. 

I  suppose  that  every  student  of  Hampden-Sydney  from 
the  period  of  1875  until  191 5  will  recall  Anderson  Carey, 
a  small,  knock-kneed  old  darkey,  spare  and  grizzled,  who 
was  a  familiar  figure  on  the  campus  and  about  the  store 
and  post  office.  I  do  not  recall  that  Anderson  Carey  had 
any  recognized  occupation.  Like  a  good  many  other 
darkies  he  was  probably  mainly  supported  by  his  wife,  who 
took  in  washing  for  the  students  or  cooked  for  some  of  the 
residents.  He  would  do  odd  jobs,  carrying  messages  for 
the  students  and  waiting  on  them  He  will  be  well  remem- 
bered as  one  who  had  about  five  birthdays  a  year,  at  which 
time  he  would  solicit  birthday  gifts  from  the  College  boys. 
His  broad  grin  and  high  cackling  laugh  will  be  recalled  by 
many  who  spent  their  student  days  here. 

Then  there  was  Isaac  Watson,  commonly  known  as 
"Ticonderoga."  He  was  a  big,  awkward  old  darkey,  who 
was  also  much  of  a  pensioner  and  did  little  work  for  his 
own  support.  He,  too,  depended  largely  upon  the  industry 
of  his  wife  for  a  livelihood.  The  old  students  will  recall 
how  greatly  he  was  impressed  by  multisyllabic  words,  the 
meaning  of  which  were  obscure  to  him,  and  the  students 
would  roll  out  these  words  to  him  and  give  definitions  far 
different  from  their  true  meaning.  For  example,  I  have 
often  heard  some  of  them  tell  Isaac  that  he  was  "Phila- 
delphia," whereupon  he  would  deny  vigorously  that  he 
was  a  "hawg-stealer."  He  was  also  accused  of  being  a 
"parallelopiped,"  but  he  had  evidently  been  told  it  meant 
something  infamous  and  when  so  called  would  repudiate 
the  accusation  with  vehemence. 

There  was  also  Walker  Crawley,  small,  active  and 
alert,  with  stuttering  tongue  but  having  an  unfailing 
memory.  Walker  drove  a  line  of  hacks  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  Farmville  in  the  days  before  the  automobile, 


and  when  the  Highway  Department,  concrete  and  oil 
surfacing  were  unknown,  and  when  the  round  trip  was 
well-nigh  a  day's  journey.  He  could  neither  read  nor  write 
but  numerous  commissions  were  intrusted  to  him,  and 
until  he  became  old  and  his  health  poor,  there  is  not  a  case 
on  record  where  he  forgot  the  article  he  was  instructed  to 
purchase  in  Farmville  and  bring  out  to  Hampden-Sydney. 
These  articles  ran  the  gamut  from  a  two-horse  plow  to  a 
pint  of  liquor  or  quinine  capsules. 

And  who  fails  to  recall  John  Evans.''  Heavy  set,  kindly, 
whose  chocolate  complexion  did  not  conceal  a  benign 
countenance.  He  was  one  of  the  janitors,  and  was  es- 
pecially charged  with  the  duty  of  ringing  the  College  bell. 
He  lived  on  the  first  floor  of  Fourth  Passage  on  the  north 
side  of  Cushing  Hall,  where  he  did  his  own  cooking  and 
took  care  of  the  dormitory  both  during  the  session  and 
throughout  vacations.  He  was  a  friend  to  all  the  students, 
and  though  he  could  see  through  the  trifling  and  in- 
different, he  was  kind  to  them  all.  Many  will  remember 
that  he  was  the  owner  of  an  Edison  phonograph  and  one 
side  of  his  room  was  stacked  with  those  then  familiar  wax 
cylinders  upon  which  the  record  of  the  music  was  im- 
pressed. He  had  all  manner  of  records,  but  a  number  of 
them  were  hymns.  On  Sundays  the  program  was  confined 
to  sacred  music,  and  nothing  could  induce  him  to  play  a 
secular  tune  on  the  Sabbath  day.  Those  were  the  days 
when  phonographs  and  gramaphones  were  not  well  known 
in  this  community,  and  in  the  summer  time  he  would 
open  his  windows  and  the  music  would  be  wafted  across 
the  campus  as  far  as  Mrs.  Lacy's,  and  he  frequently  had 
audiences  listening  to  his  concerts. 

There  was  also  George  Jeems,  who  had  charge  of  the 
Fourth  Passage  and  waited  on  all  of  the  students  whose 
rooms  were  located  there.  He  cleaned  up  their  rooms  and 
brought  in  their  water  and  fuel,  and  their  breakfast  on 
Sunday  mornings.  He  was  a  great  fa\orite  with  the 
students  and  his  passing  filled  man}'  with  sorrowand  regret. 

Then  again  there  was  Wash  Lambert,  who  was 
employed  by  the  College,  and  besides  waiting  on  the 
students,  also  became  the  bell  ringer  after  John  Evans 
retired.  He  was  the  father  of  Armistead  Lambert,  who  is 
now  one  of  the  College  firemen. 

There  were  many  others  whose  names  I  do  not  recall 
at  this  moment.  But  two  of  these  famous  characters,  at 
one  time  so  familiar  about  the  grounds  and  dormitories, 
now  remain:  Marshall  Brown,  in  his  younger  days  butler 
par  excellence,  Chesterfieldian  in  manner,  who  even  now, 
though  past  eighty,  stands  behind  Professor  Whiting's 
chair  in  that  hospitable  dining  room;  and  Stokes  Brown, 
his  brother,  who  was  janitor  for  a  period  close  to  fifty 
years  but  retired  some  ten  years  or  more  ago.  He  was  the 
famous  mimic,  and  it  was  the  delight  of  the  students  to 
gather  around  him  and  have  him  "take  off"  the  various 
professors.  He  is  still  remarkably  active  for  his  age  and 
his  appearance  has  little  changed.  He  has  a  nice,  comfort- 
able home  near  "Mercy  Seat"  Church,  and  is  frequently 
seen  around  the  College.  He  must  be  now  close  on  to 
eighty-six  years  of  age. 

Whether  the  present  generation  of  the  colored  race 
will  furnish  the  types  of  these  old  darkies  is  unlikely. 
These  of  whom  I  have  spoken  were  all  born  in  the  days  of 
slavery  and  had  a  kindliness  and  respect  for  the  whites 
which  is  not  common  in  these  times.  Moreover,  they  were 
regarded  with  genuine  afTection  by  the  students  and  the 
residents  of  "The  Hill."  Even  the  most  trifling  and 
improvident  occupied  warm  spots  in  the  hearts  of  the 
College  boys  especially,  and  of  the  community  generally. 
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Young  Ladies'  Seminary  at  Old  Prince 
Edward  Court  House

IN  THE  Southern  Religious  Telegraph,  Riclimond,  \"ir- 
ginia,  November  14,  1834,  is  an  advertisement  of  the 
Young  Ladies'  Seminary  which  began  on  January  i,  1832. 
It  was  located  at  the  present  home  of  our  Alumni  Secre- 
tary, Air.  George  L.  Walker.  Two  of  the  three  buildings 
then  used  are  now  standing;  the  third  building  luning 
been  burned  a  great  many  years  ago. 

The  advertisement  states  that  "the  buildings  devoted 
to  this  object  are  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  a 
hundred  pupils;  and  with  a  little  addition,  should  it  be 
necessary,  they  may  be  made  to  accommodate  a  much 
larger  number.  They  are  all  in  good  style  and  convenient; 
and  the  grounds  adjoining  them  are  in  a  high  state  of 
improvement,  and  well  adapted  to  the  object."

It  is  further  stated  that  the  Seminary  was  "about  one 
mile  and  a  half  from  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  in  a 
village  sufficiently  large  and  compact  to  furnish  all  neces- 
sary accommodations  for  board.  The  society  of  the 
neighborhood  is  moral,  intelligent  and  refined." 

The  studies  covered  three  >'ears  for  the  regular  course, 
and  covered  in  the  first  year  reading,  writing,  spelling, 
composition,  arithmetic,  the  beginnings  of  English  gram- 
mar and  geography;  Natural  History  and  the  History  of 
the  United  States.  In  the  second  year  Rhetoric  was  added, 
with  Ancient  and  Modern  History,  Natural  Philosophy 
and  Chemistry,  Botany,  Mineralogy  and  Geology;  and 
Algebra  and  Geometry  were  commenced.  In  the  third 
year.  Natural  Theology  was  added,  with  Intellectual 
Philosophy,  Logic,  Evidences  of  Christianity,  Moral  and 
Political  Philosophy  and  Astronom}'. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  course,  instruction  was 
offered  in  ancient  and  modern  languages,  music,  painting 
and  drawing.  Provision  was  made  for  all  necessary 
apparatus,  and  a  cabinet  of  minerals. 

The  advertisement  gives  the  names  of  all  textbooks, 
and  left  it  optional  with  the  parents  or  guardians  to  decide 
whether  the  regular  course  was  to  be  pursued  or  not.

The  scholastic  year 
comprised  ten  months. 
The  vacations  were  a 
month  each,  and  came 
in  May  and  October. 
There  was  a  public 
e.xamination  at  the 
close  of  each  term. 

Board  for  ten 
months  was  one  hun- 
dred dollars;  tuition  in 
music,  thirty  dollars; 
in  languages,  twent}' 
dollars;  in  painting 
and  drawing,  fifteen 
dollars;  in  English 
branches,  twenty-five 
dollars;  for  the  use  of 
piano,  three  dollars; 
stationery,  three  dol- 
lars. "Board  in  gen- 
teel families  in  the 
neighborhood"  could 
"be  had  on  the  most 
reasonable  terms." 
The  Seminary  was 
under  the  direction  of 

Professor  Eleazer  Root,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Root,"  aided  by  other 
assistant  teachers  of  distinguished  character  and  great  ex- 
perience ....  The  Department  of  Music  is  furnished  with 
five  Piano  Fortes  for  the  constant  use  of  the  scholars." 

During  the  life  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Seminary,  Hamp- 
den-S\'dney  came  as  near  to  being  coeducational,  both 
geographically  and  literally  as  she  ever  has.  Some  of  the 
professors  at  the  College  either  lectured  occasionally  or 
taught  regularly  at  the  Seminary.  This  was,  perhaps,  in 
the  nature  of  a  "relief"  after  dealing  with  the  "Mere 
Male"  on  "The  Hill"  ! 

In  her  recent  interesting  sketch  of  "Old  Schools  in 
Prince  Edward  County,"  Miss  Sally  B.  Dickinson 
mentions  several  pupils  of  this  school.  Among  these  was 
Mrs.  John  Stewart,  of  Brook  Hill,  who  was  a  daughter  of 
Robert  Williamson  and  his  wife.  Lucy  Chamberlayne. 
She  stated  that  at  one  time  there  were  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pupils  in  this  Seminary. 

Air.  Root  was  a  native  of  New  York,  and  was  born  at 
Canaan,  Columbia  County,  March  6,  1802.  He  graduated 
at  W  illiams  College  in  1 821;  studied  law  and  was  licensed 
to  practice,  and  in  1824  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  New  York.  In  1830,  on  account  of  ill 
health,  he  came  to  Mrginia,  where  he  remained  until  1845. 
He  then  moved  to  Prairieville  (now  Waukesha),  Wis- 
consin. He  at  once  turned  his  attention  to  education, 
and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Carroll  College. 

In  1847  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Second 
Constitutional  Convention  and  served  on  the  committee 
on  education  and  school  funds.  He  was  the  author  of  the 
educational  article  in  the  present  State  Constitution  of 
Wisconsin,  as  well  as  of  that  providing  for  the  founding 
and  organization  of  the  State  University. 

In  1848,  b}'  the  unanimous  approval  of  both  political 
parties,  he  was  elected  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, and  in  1850  was  reelected  by  unanimous  vote. 
He  first  organized  and  put  into  practical  operation  the 
common  school  system  of  Wisconsin.  As  regent  of  the 
LIniversity  he  took  part  in  the  founding  and  commence- 
ment of  that  institution.

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On  retiring  from  the  office  of  superintendent,  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  State  Assembly  from  Marquette 
Count}",  and  served  on  the  Board  of  Regents  until  i8j3, 
when  he  was  forced  by  ill  health  to  remove  south.  He 
took  orders  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 
became  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  St.  Augustine,  Florida, 
and  died  there  July  25,  1887. 


Union  Society  Diploma  of  1791 

By  J.  D.  Eggleston 

THROUGH  the  courtesy  of  Rev.  James  Power  Smith, 
Jr.,  Smithfield,  North  Carolina,  I  have  seen  the 
diploma  issued  by  the  Union  Literary  Society  to  his  great- 
grandfather, David  Smith,  in  April,  1791.  Photostat 
copies  have  been  made,  and  one  of  these  has  been  framed 
and  placed  in  the  College  Library. 

The  opening  sentence  of  the  diploma  is  as  follows: 
F  RAT  RES    Societatis    nomine    UNION   fundata 

Collegii  z'ulgo  appellati  HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  .  .  . 

The  diploma  is  signed  by  John  Campbell,  president  of 
the  Society;  by  J.  M.  Wilson  and  M.  Waddel,  vice  presi- 
dents, and  by  James  Jones,  clerk. 

John  Campbell  was  born  1767,  died  1 8 14,  was  son  of 
Robert  Campbell,  of  Augusta  County,  who  settled  in 
Kentucky  in  1781.  During  the  session  1790-1791,  he 
acted  as  tutor  here  and  was  granted  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  April,  1791.  He  studied  theology  under  William 
Graham  at  Liberty  Hall  and  under  Dr.  Aloses  Hoge  at 
Shepherdstown.  He  returned  to  Kentucky  in  1795,  and 
preached  at  Danville,  Lexington  and  other  places,  and  in 
181 1  was  Chaplain  of  the  Kentucky  Legislature.  A  good 
sketch  of  him  may  be  found  in  Sprague's  Annals  HI: 
626-629.  Morrison  has  a  short  sketch  of  him  in  his 
Dictionary  of  Biography;  and  there  is  a  sketch  of  him  in 
Green's  Historic  Families  of  Kentucky. 

J.  M.  Wilson  was  John  Makemie  Wilson.  He  was 
born  1769,  died  1831.  His  father,  John  Wilson,  was  from 
England  and  settled  near  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  John 
W'ilson's  wife  was  a  daughter  of  George  Makemie,  who 
was  a  brother-in-law  of  Andrew  Jackson's  father. 

John  Makemie  Wilson  went  to  school  in  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  and  came  to  Hampden-Sydney,  where  he 
graduated  in  the  famous  Class  of  1791.  He  studied  the- 
ology with  James  Hall,  of  Iredell  County,  North  Carolina. 

After  1812,  he  was  head  of  a  classical  school  in  Cabarrus 
County,  North  Carolina,  and  sent  a  considerable  number 
of  his  students  to  Hampden-Sydney. 

M.  Waddel  was  Moses  W  addel,  born  in  Rowan  County, 
North  Carolina,  in  1770,  died  1840.  He  also  attended 
James  Hall's  celebrated  school,  Clio's  Nursery,  and  such 
was  his  progress  that  after  a  few  years  he  became  a  teacher. 
Having  made  up  his  mind  to  become  a  minister  ofthe 
Gospel,  he  sought  the  advice  of  Rev.  John  Springer,  who 
had  formerly  been  a  tutor  at  Hampden-S>dney,  and  who 
advised  young  Waddel  to  go  to  Hampden-Sydney.  He  was 
then  living  in  Greene  County,  Georgia,  and  rode  horse- 
back to  Hampden-Sydney. 

He  established  the  famous  Willington  Academy,  in 
Abbeville  District,  South  Carolina.  Some  of  his  pupils 
became  eminent  statesmen,  among  them  Governor  Gil- 
mer, of  Georgia,  and  John  C.  Calhoun,  of  South  Carolina. 
The  latter  said  of  him,  "He  may  justly  be  considered  as 
the  father  of  classical  education  in  the  upper  country  of 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia." 


Such  was  his  fame  as  a  teacher,  that  he  was  called  to 
the  Presidency'  of  Franklin  College,  Georgia.  His  success 
there  was  phenomenal  and  the  College  became  the  Uni- 
versit\-  of  Georgia. 

James  Jones  was  born  in  Xottoway  County,  \'irginia, 
in  1772,  died  184S.  He  also  graduated,  1791,  and  became 
a  physician,  studying  in  Philadelphia,  and  then  taking  his 
medical  diploma  in  Edinboro,  Scotland.  He  was  not  only 
famous  as  a  physician,  but  was  in  the  Virginia  House  of 
Representatives,  and  was  later  in  Congress.  He  was  also 
Surgeon  General  in  the  War  of  1S12,  and  for  many  years 
was  a  trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

David  Smith  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Joseph  Smith  and  his 
wife,  Esther  Cummins.  Rev.  Joseph  Smith  was  pastor  at 
Lower  Brandy  wine,  Delaware,  1 769-1 778.  Later  he  be- 
came pastor  of  Buffalo  and  Cross  Creek  Churches  in 
Redstone  Presbytery,  Pennsylvania.  David  was  born 
probably  in  Wilmington,  Delaware,  in  1772.  though  he 
may  have  been  born  at  Lower  Brandywine.  He  died 
August  24,  1803. 

Rev.  James  Power  Smith,  Jr.,  states  that  when  David 
was  eight  >-ears  old  his  father  removed  to  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania. In  October,  1788,  David  and  his  father  rode  on 
horseback  to  a  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  at  New 
Providence,  where  the  boy  was  transferred  to  the  care  of 
President  John  Blair  Smith,  of  Hampden-Sydney.  Be- 
cause of  ill  health  while  in  College  he  went  on  an  itinerating 
expedition  with  Rev.  William  Hill  (Class  of  1789),  in 
November,  1790,  to  the  lower  counties  of  Virginia.  It  is 
stated  in  Foote's  Sketches  of  Virginia,  second  series. 
Page  102,  that  he  was  crippled  by  a  fall  from  his  horse,  in 
January,  1791,  and  that  he  remained  for  some  weeks  at 
the  home  of  Colonel  James  Gordon  in  Lancaster  County. 
It  is  evident  that  he  returned  to  Hampden-Sydney  to 
graduate  in  1791. 

He  then  returned  to  his  home  in  Pennsylvania  and 
studied  divinity  under  his  father.  This  school  for  training 
}"oung  ministers  in  the  home  of  Rev.  Joseph  Smith  is 
pictured  in  a  mural  painting  in  the  State  Capitol  at 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.  An  effort  to  get  a  photographic 
copy  of  this  mural  painting  has  been  unsuccessful,  as  the 
painters  are  protected  by  copyright. 

The  records  of  the  Presbytery  of  Redstone,  Pennsyl- 
vania, which  met  at  Bethel  on  December  20,  1791,  show 
that  David  Smith  was  examined  on  learned  languages  and 
divinity  and  sustained;  and  at  a  meeting  of  Presbytery 
on  June  26,  1792,  he  "brought  in  and  read  a  Homily  on 
the  subject  appointed  him  at  our  last  winter  meeting; 
also  a  Presbyterial  Exercise  on  Hebrews  4:17."  He  was 
next  directed  to  prepare  an  Exegesis  in  Latin,  and  a 
further  Homih'  on  Romans  8:5.  In  October,  of  the  same 
year,  he  was  examined  on  Moral  Philosophy  and  sustained, 
and  was  then  directed  to  prepare  a  "popular  sermon"  on 
John  15:12.  He  was  further  examined  in  November  of 
that  year  and  it  is  recorded  that  "the  Presbytery  having 
received  sufficient  testimonials,"  he  was  licensed  to  preach. 

He  was  engaged  in  missionary  labors  until  August  2, 
1794,  when  he  was  ordained  and  installed  pastor  of  two 
churches  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania.  On  August 
2Sj  179S)  he  married  Rebecca  Power,  daughter  of  Rev. 
James  Power,  D.  D.  She  was  born  December,  1776,  and 
died  in  1839.  In  1798,  David  Smith  became  pastor  of 
Rehoboth  and  Roundhill  Churches,  where  he  remained 
until  his  death  in  1803. 

To  Rev.  David  Smith  and  his  wife  were  born  five 
children.  One  of  these,  David  Smith,  Jr.,  entered  Hamp- 
den-Sydne}-  in  1817,  but  died  before  completing  his  studies.

AMONG  the  gorgeous  flowers  heaped  by  devoted  hands 
i\  upon  his  bier,  tokens  of  love  and  sympathy  profound 
but  unobtrusive,  a  place  might  be  made  for  a  modest 
wreath  of  cypress,  laurel,  rosemary.  Cypress,  whose 
feathery  foliage  bedecks  the  graves  of  those  beloved;  and 
laurel,  an  universal  symbol  of  victory,  and  rosemary, 
"that's  for  remembrance." 

News  of  his  sudden  death,  Saturday,  December  17th, 
at  3:30  o'clock,  brought  a  shock  of  surprise  and  conster- 
nation to  the  community.  As  word  went  forth  to  all  parts 
of  state  and  country  tributes  of  love  and  grief  came  in  to 
assuage,  if  they  might,  the  sorrow  and  strengthen  the 
hearts  of  those  he  loved  better  than  life  itself.  As  his 
beloved  wife,  his  young  son  and  daughter,  other  relatives 
and  friends  stood  in  the  cold  snow  about  the  grave,  one 
instinctively  murmured  a  line  by  Ian  Maclaren,  "There's 
but  one  heart  in  Drumtochty,  and  it  is  sore."  That,  too, 
was  said  of  a  scholar's  death,  scholar  and  clergyman,  cut 
down  in  his  prime  by  a  Providence  inscrutable.  Bossuet 
was  right  when,  in  the  crowded,  incense-laden  cathedral 
of  Notre  Dame,  he  cried,  "Alan  is  immortal  until  his  work 
is  done."  True  of  Louis  XIV,  it  is  true  of  better,  and 
greater,  as  of  lesser  men.  The  fatal  shafts  of  death  will 
never  reach  their  shining  mark  until  one's  work  is  done. 
The  last  lecture  for  the  year  was  finished,  the  last  paper 
folded,  the  last  class  dismissed,  the  last  instruction  given, 
the  last  happ)'  lad  had  left  the  "Hill"  joyously  homeward, 
holiday  bound.  His  work  for  the  year  was  done,  and  his 
life  work  was  done,  though  he  knew  it  not. 

The  cypress,  dark  of  plumage  and  of  sombre  grace 
betokens  the  affection  of  those  who  knew  and  loved  him 
well;  in  college,  class,  fraternity,  forty  long,  happy,  full 
and  useful  years  ago.  And  there  are  those  who  admired 
him  as  tutor  and  friend  at  historic  Flower  de  Hundred  on 
the  James,  and  as  instructor  in  the  little  town  of  Black- 
stone,  on  its  hills,  and  as  a  teacher  in  South  Boston,  as 
pastor  in  the  mining  town  of  Cass,  ^^'est  \'irginia,  as 
pastor  and  teacher  in  Bristol,  Tennessee,  and  as  a  beloved 
and  acti\'e  leader  for  the  Lord  in  Spartanburg,  South 
Carolina.  His  was  a  varied  life,  but  when  he  returned  to 
Hampden-Sydney  in  September,  191 8,  he  found  his  place. 

In  the  school  of  his  fathers,  among  the  people  of  his 
name  and  blood,  he  spent  the  last  fourteen  busy,  happy 
years  filled  and  freighted  with  influence  for  the  beautiful, 
the  true  and  the  good. 

John  Randolph,  of  Roanoke,  once  said  of  Senator 
James  Pleasants,  our  governor  for  three  years,  "he  never 
made  an  enemy  nor  lost  a  friend."  Of  governor  and 
senator  a  century  since  we  know  not,  but  it  may  be  said 
of  this,  our  brother,  "he  never  made  an  enemy  nor  lost  a 
friend,"  it  is  a  rare  word  but  true  of  him.  As  firm  in 
principles  and  convictions  as  the  everlasting  hills,  as  un- 
yielding as  granite  for  what  he  believed  was  right;  yet, 
withal,  gentle  and  unaffected,  he  retained  the  respect  and 
affection  of  those  from  whom  he  differed. 

A  candle  has  been  snuffed  sorely  needed  in  this  dark 
and  troubled  day.  In  a  world  filled  with  ugliness  and 
vulgarity  his  was  an  eye  to  see  the  beautiful  and  a  hand  to

catch  and  hold  the  loveliest  works  of  God.  Quiet  land- 
scapes, lofty  mountains,  sleeping  pools,  umbrageous 
forests,  glowing  skies  and  flaming  autumn  trees — given 
by  God  and  held  by  his  skillful  touch  untarnished  through 
coming  years.   He  saw  and  loved  the  beautiful! 

The  aspirations  he  planted  in  many  youthful  hearts, 
ambitions  to  be  something,  see  something,  know  some- 
thing, believe  something,  cherish  something,  stand  for 
something,  will  enrich  many  a  life,  which  would  otherwise 
be  barren  and  perhaps  devoid  of  culture  and  of  grace. 
Among  flowers  that  fade  the  withe  of  cypress  does  not 
fade  but  like  an  immortelle  holds  it  own  against  the  cruel 
tooth  of  time. 

An  osier  of  laurel  bound  the  victor's  brow  in  classic 
climes  and  classic  times;  an  emblem  of  victory,  the  badge 
of  a  conqueror,  worn  by  one  who  wins  in  the  strife  and 
the  hard-fought  battlefields  of  life.  No  prize  was  so  coveted 
as  the  shining  laurel  chaplet. 

And  surely  this  servant  of  Christ  has  won  the  victor's 
crown.  With  resources  always  meager,  with  physical 
strength  usually  unequal  to  the  task,  he  found  a  way  to 
win.  A  foundation  of  broad  culture  was  laid  at  this 
College,  and  then  at  Harvard.  To  these  were  added  the 
stern  faith  and  unfaltering  convictions  of  Union  Seminary 
at  Richmond,  with  giants  like  Moore,  Strickler,  English, 
Hersman,  Lingle  and  Johnson  in  the  chairs. 

In  the  midst  of  an  enlarging  pastorate  and  at  the 
zenith  of  usefulness   he  was   struck  down.      Without  a

murmur  or  without  a  complaint  he  laid  aside  the  hopes 
and  aspirations  of  years.  Refusing  to  surrender  he  plucked 
victor)'  from  the  jaws  of  defeat  and  rose  from  ashes  to 
build  in  a  fine  and  larger  sphere.  It  has  been  said  of 
Washington  that  he  lost  battles  but  won  campaigns.  The 
measure  of  manhood  is  not  found  in  victory  but  in  defeat. 
He  lost  his  battle  but  he  won  his  campaign.  It  is  a  wise 
man  and  a  brave  soldier  who  makes  his  weakest  his 
strongest  point: 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done 
Rest  from  thy  loved  employ; 
The  battle  o^er,  the  victory  zvon. 
Soldier  of  Christ,  well  do7ie.''^ 

"And  rosemary,  that's  for  remembrance."  The  rose- 
mary is  the  most  modest  of  flowers.  Its  fragrance  is 
subtle,  but  tenacious.  Long  after  the  brilliant  blossoms  of 
garish  flowers  are  withered,  gone  and  forgotten,  the  humble 
rosemary  is  prized.  So  long  as  a  single  leaf  of  the  rosemary 
endures  it  offers  undiminished  and  unallo\-ed  its  distinctive 
and  delightful  aroma. 

Like  the  rosemary  he  was  unassuming  to  a  degree, 
diffident  to  a  fault,  modest  to  his  own  detriment.  But 
when  blatant  voices  die,  when  the  noise  of  the  rude  and 
self-assertive  is  completely  forgotten,  his  love  for  the 
genuine,  the  true,  the  beautiful  will  abide  in  a  thousand 
human  hearts  to  purify  and  bless. 

In  an  oft-quoted  sermon,  Samuel  Davies  eloquently 
declared,  "time  like  an  ever-running  stream  is  hurrying 
us  and  all  the  sons  of  men  into  the  ocean  of  eternitv"  and 


the  great  colonial  clergyman  might  have  added,  "into  the 
ocean  of  obli\-ion."  For  in  this  fleeting  world  with  its 
fiotsam  and  jetsam,  tossed  hither  and  yon  by  the  passions 
and  prejudices  of  man,  nothing  is  really  substantial  save 
character,  wrought  and  riveted  by  the  love  of  Christ. 

The  labor  of  the  laborer  is  as  enduring  as  the  material 
with  which  he  works.  He  who  builds  with  brick  and  stone 
is  remembered  so  long  as  the  building  stands.  He  who 
builds  with  minds,  hearts,  character  and  souls  will  be 
remembered  so  long  as  minds  and  souls  endure.  In  a 
thousand  lives  to-day  scattered  over  this  broad  land  from 
the  rising  to  the  setting  sun,  his  precepts,  influence  and 
love  of  the  gentle,  the  pure  and  the  beautiful  will  endure. 
Not  until  the  youngest  shall  have  passed  and  the  sons  of 
the  fathers  are  no  more  will  his  influence  fade.  And  so, 
"he,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh."  I  suppose  Emerson  had 
this  thought  when  he  said,  "hearts  are  dust,  heart's  love 
remains." 

He  was  laid  by  the  side  of  the  road,  for  he  was  the 
friend  of  man.  Those  who  pass  will  turn  their  thoughts  to 
him  times  innumerable. 

He  was  laid,  as  he  wished,  close  beside  the  walls  of  the 
House  of  God,  his  father's  house.  As  congregations 
assemble.  Sabbath  by  Sabbath,  through  the  long  years  of 
a  dim  and  unknown  future,  the  sweet  psalms  of  Zion, 
which  he  loved,  will  float  over  his  grave,  a  requiem  un- 
ceasing. And  as  the  shadows  fall  each  declining  day,  thev 
will  weave  a  purple  pall,  which  will  be  laid,  as  softly  as  if 
by  angels'  hands  upon  the  quiet  and  sacred  spot  where  he 
awaits  the  call  of  the  Angel  of  the  Resurrection.

THE  news  of  the  sudden  death  of  "Doc"  Ho}-,  "30, 
on  September  30,  1932,  brought  deep  sorrow  to  his 
classmates.  In  our  four  years  together  at  Hampden- 
Sj'dney  "Doc"  had  endeared  himself  to  us  b}-  his  genial 
disposition,  his  sunny  smile,  his  j-outhful  spirit,  his  warm 
friendliness.  As  one  of  his  classmates  described  him,  he 
was  "always  so  efTer\'escent,  so  full  of  good  fun  and 
liveliness."  It  is  indeed  hard  to  realize  that  he  is  with  us 
in  the  flesh  no  more.  As  we  cherish  his  memor\',  ma\'  we 
catch  his  spirit. 

William  Preston  Ho\-,  Jr.,  entered  Hampden-S\'dne\' 
College  in  September,  1926.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Petersburg  High  School.  At  Hampden-Sydney  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity,  the  Sigma  Phi  and 
7'/2  Ribbon  Societies,  the  German  Club  and  the  Philan- 
thropic Literary  Societ\'.  Before  and  after  his  graduation 
he  manifested  great  interest  in  the  affairs  of  his  class  and 
classmates.  He  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
June.  1930.  The  following  autumn  he  entered  the  \irginia 
Theological  Seminar}'  at  Alexandria.  During  subsequent 
vacations  he  preached,  serving  as  supply  in  several  Episco- 
pal Churches.  His  death  occurred  September  30,  1932,  in 
an  Alexandria  Hospital,  following  an  operation  for 
appendicitis. 


High  Praise 

THE  alumni  of  the  Old  College  will  highh-  prize  the 
complimentary  reference  made  to  their  Alma  Mater 
in  the  editorial  reproduced  below.  This  is  from  the  Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch  and  appeared  in  their  issue  of 
November  28,  1932.  That  Hampden-Sydney  should  be 
singled  out  for  the  stand  she  has  taken  in  athletics,  con- 
firms her,  if  confirmation  be  needed,  in  her  determination 
to  maintain  her  sports  on  a  wholesome,  amateur  basis. 
This,  of  course,  is  the  spirit  of  her  men,  students  and 
alumni  alike. 
The  editorial: 

The  Decline  of  Football 
With  gate  receipts  dropping  lower  and  reports  coming  from 
such  dissimilar  institutions  as  Michigan,  Harvard  and  New 
York  University  that  the  students  are  losing  their  old  hot  en- 
thusiasm for  the  team,  coaches  and  athletic  directors  are 
wondering  anxiously  if  football  may  not  be  entering  upon  a 
period  of  decline  comparable  to  that  in  heavyweight  boxing  a 
few  years  ago.  As  a  natural  corollary,  since  they  make  their 
livings  out  of  football,  they  are  searching  for  the  reasons  for  the 
decline,  and  for  means  to  halt  it. 

The  New  York  Times  carries  a  symposium  on  the  subject, 
the  general  inference  of  which  is  that  spectators  have  grown 
weary  of  what  the  sports  writers  call  the  "color"  of  football — 
the  bands,  the  releasing  of  pigeons,  the  roaring  of  a  cannon  when 
the  goal  line  was  crossed,  the  impressive  military  shifts.  This,  it 
is  argued,  was  a  magnet  to  people  who  were  not  seriously  inter- 
ested in  the  game  itself,  and  the  novelty  of  it  has  worn  off. 

There  undoubtedly  is  something  in  this  view,  but  it  occurs 
to  us  that  the  real  explanation  may  be  a  more  obvious  one.  It 
occurs  to  us  that  students  and  alumni  are  weary  of  glorifying 
powerful  morons  who  are  fighting,  not  for  the  glory  of  the  old 
school,  but  for  the  salaries  provided  by  loyal  but  misguided 
alumni.  Pure  football  remains  in  a  few  colleges,  as  the  report 
of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  shows,  but  only  a  hopeless  optimist 
believes  that  it  remains  in  very  many  of  them.  Let  all  the 
colleges  bar  professionalism  in  football  as  effectively  as  it  has 
been  barred  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  perhaps  football 
will  again  become  the  glamorous  sport  that  it  was  before  the 
World  War.

dent body.  This  was 
done  in  1920  and  the 
paper  has  been  reg- 
ularly published  ever 
since.  His  success  in 
this  venture  and  his 
experience  as  editor- 
in-chief  of  the  Kaleido- 
scope and  as  a  member 
of  the  Magazine  staff  were  prime  factors  in  his  choice  of 
the  vocation  he  has  been  following  with  such  marked 
success.  Indicative  of  his  worth  as  a  publisher,  it  is  noted 
that  he  is  a  past  president  of  the  \irginia  Press  Asso- 
ciation.

The  Sunny  Side  School 

MORE  THAN  ninety  men  and  women  and  forty  boys 
and  girls  recently  gathered  at  the  Sunny  Side  Rose 
Garden  in  Dinwiddie  County,  Virginia,  for  a  day's  work. 
Truck  loads  of  cedar  posts  were  used  in  fashioning  a 
rustic  fence  for  an  enclosure.  This  Rose  Garden  was  once 
the  site  of  a  school  famous  in  the  history  of  Hampden- 
Sydney.  It  was  the  pet  creation  of  Mrs.  Atkinson  (daugh- 
ter of  Dr.  Thomas  T.  Jones,  '55),  and  for  )'ears  it  flourished 
as  one  of  the  outstanding  high  schools  of  the  State.  This 
Sunny  Side  School  has  sent  twenty  students  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  viz.:  The  five  Atkinsons  (P.  Tulane,  '07; 
Thomas  T.,  '12;  John  Pryor,  '20;  Boiling  J.,  '21;  M 
Randolph,  '26);  R.  Lee  Chambliss,  '08;  George  F.  Cham- 
bliss,  '12;  R.  Lee  Chambliss,  Jr.,  '35;  W.  W.  Havens,  '28; 
M.  A.  Holderby,  '25;  Grant  Hostrander,  '13;  R.  R.  Jones, 
'92;  F.  F.  Jones,  '96;  W.  E.  Jones,  '01;  John  R.  Jones,  '12; 
Thos.  J.  Mcllwaine,  '14;  W.  P.  Rainev,  '13;  Edward 
White,  '29!  E.  M.  Wilkinson.  '21;  A.  H.  Zehmer,  '13.  All 
of  these  are  living  except  Holderby,  Hostrander  and  Jones, 
John  R. 

As  the  school  was  situated  in  the  country,  those  in 
authority  thought  another  site  should  be  selected  and 
recently  it  has  been  moved  to  AIcKenney,  a  nearby 
village  on  the  railroad.  Thos.  T^  Atkinson,  '12,  is  the 
principal  of  the  consolidated  school.  On  the  old  school 
grounds  are  now  a  Community  House  and  the  Rose 
Garden  referred  to  above.  There  will  be  perpetuated  the 
memory  of  the  beneficent  influence  of  the  Sunny  Side 
School,  and  the  present  plant  will  remain  as  a  neighbor- 
hood monument  to  its  indefatigable  patroness,  Mrs. 
Atkinson,  whom  our  good  secretary  refers  to  as  "the 
mother  of  our  five."

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Taylor  Gilmour,  wife  of  Dr.  -V.  D.  P.  Gilmour,  1896, 
died  at  the  Ma)'o  Hospital,  Rochester,  Minnesota,  and  was  buried  in 
Richmond,  Virginia.  .VIrs.  Gilmour  was  a  daughter  of  Rev.  Monroe 
Taylor,  D.  D.,  a  prominent  Presbyterian  clergyman  of  New  York.  Dr. 
Gilmour  is  now  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Wilmington, 
North  Carolina. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Louise  Higginbotham  died  in  Tazewell,  Virginia,  .\ugust 
22,  1932,  aged  eighty-one  years.  She  was  the  mother  of  Hon.  .-\lbert 
Sidney  Higginbotham,  '92. 

Mrs.  Jennie  \'aughan  Wade,  widow  of  the  late  Edwin  G.  Wade,  died 
at  her  home  in  Farmville,  \'irginia,  December  7,  1932,  aged  seventy-eight. 
She  was  the  mother  of  Dr.  E.  C.  Wade.  '07.  superintendent  of  city 
schools  of  Bluefield,  West  Virginia.  For  years  .VIrs.  Wade  had  been  one 
of  Farmville's  most  useful  and  best  beloved  citizens. 

One  of  the  favorite  members  of  the  Class  of  '78,  was  John  William 
Churchman,  who  died  suddenly  February  24,  1909.  His  son,  Captain 
Charles  J.  Churchman,  fell  dead  on  the  streets  of  Staunton,  Virginia, 
December  5th.  Captain  Churchman's  wife  was  .Miss  Elizabeth  Gilkeson, 
granddaughter  of  the  late  G.  W.  Finley,  1858,  and  great  niece  of  Dr. 
J.  E.  Booker,  Hampden-Sydney's  "Grand  Old  .Man." 
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Dr.  John  Mann,  1894,  died  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  October  31,  1932, 
after  a  long  illness.  He  was  a  native  of  Petersburg,  Virginia,  son  of  the 
late  John  and  Katherine  Bernard  Mann.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery 
of  Old  Blandford  Church. 

Alexander  Martin,  '01,  died  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  November 
30,  1932.  He  was  the  grandson  of  Rev.  .Alexander  Martin,  D.  D.,  long 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Danville,  Virginia.  His 
maternal  grandfather  was  Air.  William  Watkins  Read,  '40,  of  "Green- 
field," Charlotte  County,  Virginia,  for  years  a  Trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  His  parents  were  Hon.  Miles  M.  Martin  and  Mrs. 
Edmonia  Read  Martin,  and  he  was  born  at  Charlotte  Court  House, 
Virginia,  in  1881.  His  brothers  are  Hon.  John  Martin,  '03,  of  Halifax 
County,  Virginia,  and  W.  VV.  Martin,  '09,  of  Richmond — the  former  a 
valued  Trustee  of  the  College;  the  latter  attorney  for  the  Tax  Commission 
of  Virginia.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  who  was  Miss  Elizabeth 
Stevens,  and  by  two  daughters,  Mary  and  Edmonia,  all  of  Columbia, 
South  Carolina.  Mr.  Martin  was  a  captain.  United  States  Army,  in 
the  World  War  and  served  a  year  in  France.  He  had  lived  in  South 
Carolina  for  many  years,  engaged  in  the  fertilizer  business,  for  a  time 
with  the  Read  Fertilizer  Company  and  latterly  manager  of  the  Royster 
Fertilizer  Company.  The  Columbia  State  says:  "No  man  was  more 
popular  than  he  and  he  will  be  sadly  missed  by  many."  \  generous, 
kindly,  outstanding  Christian  gentleman  has  gone;  the  world  is  poorer 
for  his  going. 

Mrs.  Henry  E.  Jennings — widow  of  Dr.  Henry  E.  Jennings,  '59,  and 
mother  of  Henry  E.  and  William  H.  Jennings  of  the  Class  of  '91 — died 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  October  22,  1932.  She  was  a  daughter  of  William 
Holman  and  Martha  Rivers  (Allen)  Holman^  and  was  born  May  31, 
1842,  in  Cumberland  County,  Virginia.  Funeral  services  were  held  in 
Amelia  County,  at  the  cemetery  of  the  Jennings  family. 

Mr.  Eugene  A.  Richardson,  an  old  and  honored  citizen  of  Prince 
Edward  County,  Virginia,  died  in  FarmviUe,  Virginia,  October  I,  1932, 
at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-seven.  His  widow  was  the  daughter  of 
Rev.  Robert  Campbell  -Anderson,  '43;  sister  of  S.  A.  Anderson,  '71, 
and  mother  of  Lowrie  White  Richardson,  '25. 

The  members  of  the  Class  of  '30  and  many  other  friends  will  hear 
with  sorrow  of  the  death  of  William  Preston  Hoy,  Jr.,  which  occurred 
in  Alexandria,  Virginia,  September  30,  1932,  as  the  result  of  an  operation 
for  appendicitis.  He  was  a  student  at  the  Episcopal  Seminary  in  .Mex- 
andria,  and  was  nearing  the  end  of  his  course.  At  College  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Chi  Phi  Fraternity,  and  was  a  general  favorite  in  the  student 
body.  The  prospects  looked  bright  for  a  useful  life  in  the  ministry.

Mrs.  Reva  Binford  Glenn,  wife  of  Husie  .\twood  Glenn,  '21,  died  at 
Kenbridge,  Virginia,  October  22,  1932.  Mrs.  Glenn  was  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  F.  Binford,  of  Pamplin,  \'irginia,  and  was  sister  of 
Dr.  C.  H.  Binford,  '23. 

We  regret  to  report  the  sudden  death  of  Rev.  D.  N.  McLauchlin' 
D.  D.,  of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  on  November  3,  1932.  He  was  the  father  of 
John  D.  McLauchlin,  '31. 

Mrs.  Theresa  A.  Logue,  mother  of  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Bernier,  died 
suddenly  at  her  home  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  November  i^  1932,  where 
funeral  services  were  held  November  3d. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Bradshaw,  aged  eighty  years,  died  at  Rice,  Virginia,  No- 
vember 4,  1932.  He  was  the  son  of  William  and  Lucy  A.  Bradshaw,  was 
born  May  23,  1852,  and  was  the  last  survivor  of  a  family  of  thirteen 
children.  Mr.  Bradshaw  was  an  active  and  useful  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church.

EDWIN  E.  HUNDLEY— (1855-1932)

Another  member  of  the  Class  of  '78  has  passed  to  his  reward.  Edwin 
E.  Hundley  died  suddenly  at  his  home,  "Clover  Hill,"  near  Farmville, 
Virginia,  October  30,  1932.  For  some  time  his  health  had  not  been  good 
and  he  had  not  been  able  to  lead  his  usual  active  and  strenuous  life;  but 
the  suddenness  of  his  death  was  a  surprise  and  shock  to  his  family  and 
friends.  At  breakfast  he  was  apparently  as  well  as  usual;  soon  afterwards, 
as  he  was  walking  in  his  yard,  he  collapsed  without  warning  and  the 
end  came. 


"Ned,"  as  he  was  affectionately  called,  was  born  at  "Rotherwood,'' 
the  home  of  his  grandfather  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  August 
14,  1855.  His  maternal  grand  parents  were  Edwin  Edmunds,  Esq.,  and 
Maria  Richardson,  the  former  long  an  honored  ruling  elder  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  His  parents  were  Charles  \.  Hundley,  Esq.,  and 
Fannie  Edmunds.  As  his  father  died  young,  Mrs.  Hundley  for  years 
made  her  home  at  "Rotherwood,"  and  here  her  three  children  grew  to 
maturity.  These  children  were:  Nannie,  who  married  Daniel  W.  Owen, 
Esq.,  of  Halifax  County,  Virginia;  Edwin  E.,  the  subject  of  this  notice, 
and  Henry  W.,  now  of  BurkeviUe,  Virginia. 

.•\fter  preparatory  training  in  schools  in  Prince  Edward  County  and 
in  North  Carolina,  Ned  Hundley  entered  Hampden-S\'dney  College  in 
'74.  His  grandfather's  death  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  leave  College 
before  graduation  in  order  that  he  might  manage  the  Edmunds  estate. 
After  his  presence  at  "Rotherwood"  was  no  longer  necessary,  he  engaged 
in  farming  on  his  own  account  and  finally  bought  "Clover  Hill"  where 
he  resided  the  remainder  of  his  life.  The  commodious  and  handsome 
brick  residence  on  this  estate  was  constructed  under  Mr.  Hundley's 
supervision  from  materials  which  had  once  been  a  part  of  the  old  Prince 
Edward  Court  House,  the  temple  of  Justice  before  Farmville  became  the 
county  seat. 

In  '95,  Mr.  Hundley  married  Miss  Susie  T.  Campbell,  of  Abingdon, 
Virginia.  Their  four  children  are:  Miss  Elizabeth  Hundley,  C.  Campbell 
Hundlej',  Margaret  (Mrs.  E.  F.  Hodges)  and  Frances  (Mrs.  D.  W. 
Paulette).  The  girls  have  scattered,  filling  well  their  respective  places  in 
life;  but  the  father  was  fortunate  in  having  his  son  with  him.  Since  his 
graduation  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  '21.  this  son  has  been  the  stay  of  his 
father's  declining  years,  a  model  of  industry  and  good  judgment  and 
showing  in  marked  degree  the  traits  which  made  his  father  the  remark- 
able man  that  he  was. 

.\\\  who  knew  Ned  Hundley  will  agree  that  he  was  a  man  of  tireless 
industry,  of  sound  judgment,  of  indomitable  will,  of  strong  convictions, 
of  great  force  of  character,  of  high  ideals,  of  Christian  faith — serene  and 
unquestioning.  We,  his  friends,  will  miss  him,  and  the  world  is  poorer 
now  that  he  is  gone;  for,  as  a  friend  well  said  of  him,  "He  possessed  the 
rugged  virtues  that  make  the  true  man  and  the  loyal  heart  that  makes 
the  friend."

The  Report  of  the  Fall  Meeting  of  the 
Richmond  Chapter  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni  Association

TOPICS  that  alumni  always  discuss — football,  "when 
I  was  in  school,"  and  aspirations  and  aims  of  the 
College — were  pushed  aside  momentarily  for  routine  busi- 
ness and  the  election  of  officers  to  be  squeezed  into  the 
calendar  of  events  at  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Richmond 
Chapter,  held  at  the  Commonwealth  Club,  October  21st, 
the  eve  of  the  "Richmond"  game.

ATHLETICS

The  Football  Season  of  1932 

I  BELIEVE  it  was  Professor  Corwin,  of  Yale,  who  said : 
"We  all  agree  in  a  general  way  that  the  colleges  e.xist 
primarily  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  young  men  for 
service,  that  the  chief  aim  is  to  train  young  men  in  habits 


of  thought  and  modes  of  life  which  will  fit  them  to  live 
longer,  better  and  more  effectively."  It  is  not  difficult  to 
see  how  athletics  may  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  this 
end.  The  football  season  of  1932  made  such  a  contri- 
bution to  the  members  of  the  squad  and  the  student  body. 
The  teaching  of  clean  living  habits  and  of  wholesome 
exercise  and  recreation  are  fundamentals  of  a  football 
season.  The  squad  of  1932  trained  faithfully  and  worked 
hard  on  the  program  mapped  out  from  week  to  week. 
Does  not  good  citizenship  require  respect  for  rules  of  the 
game,  recognize  the  rights  of  others,  demand  cooperation, 
and  require  acceptance  of  victory  without  undue  pride, 
and  defeat  and  disappointment  with  courage .?  These 
qualities  are  emphasized  over  and  over  again  on  the 
athletic  field  and  countless  other  lessons  stressed  in  games 
which  are  consistent  with  objectives  of  education.  The 
season  of  1932  was  a  success  because  many  of  the  objec- 
tives mentioned  were  attained.  The  season  started  with 
fair  prospects.  The  backfield  material  was  more  promising 
than  the  line.  Teamwork  improved  as  the  season  ad- 
vanced. The  first  real  test  against  one  of  our  natural  rivals 
took  place  on  "Death  Valley,"  Home-Coming  Day,  with 
Randolph-Macon.  The  day  was  ideal  for  football  and  the 
campus  was  crowded  with  alumni  and  friends  from  all 
sections.  The  game  was  spectacular,  ending  in  a  scoreless 
tie.  Both  teams  had  several  chances  to  score  but  the 
defense  rose  to  the  occasion  to  checkmate  the  ball  carriers. 
Randolph-Macon  presented  a  rugged  and  experienced 
team  which  was  trained  to  the  minute.  Hampden-Sydney, 
doped  to  lose  by  the  newspaper  critics,  came  through  with 
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a  fine  game.  The  following  week  was  Home-Coming  for 
Richmond  University.  The  game  was  played  in  the  new 
stadium  before  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering.  The 
prophets  predicted  a  three  touchdown  victory  for  Rich- 
mond. Based  on  weight  and  power,  this  prediction  was 
reasonably  accurate  but  the  Garnet  and  Gray  turned  in 
one  of  its  greatest  defensive  battles.  Captain  Nottingham 
and  his  men  refused  to  yield  and  checked  every  drive  the 
powerful  Spiders  attempted  within  scoring  territory. 
Those  who  saw  the  contest  will  agree  with  the  Richmond 
Times  Dispatch's  account  of  the  game,  that  it  was  the 
most  courageous  defense  ever  displayed  by  a  Tiger  team. 
Two  weeks  later  we  were  checked  by  a  strong  Roanoke 
College  eleven  in  Salem.  With  no  intent  to  detract  credit 
from  the  Roanoke  squad,  I  wish  to  state  that  our  team 
was  weakened  by  the  loss  of  two  of  our  key  men — Nance 
and  Hardaway.  The  Roanoke  team  displayed  power  and 
speed  and  deserves  the  victory  in  every  way.     We  next

journeyed  to  Baltimore  to  open  relations  with  Johns 
Hopkins  University.  The  "Blue  Jays,"  with  a  big  power- 
ful team,  had  difficulty  in  scoring  one  touchdown,  which 
came  in  the  last  quarter  for  the  margin  of  victory.

Captain  Nottingham  should  be 
given  credit  for  much  of  the  success  of  the  squad.  His 
excellent  leadership  bolstered  the  morale  of  the  men.  We 
will  miss  him  next  year.  George  Krupka,  a  lightweight 
lineman,  has  played  his  last  game.  This  fellow  was 
constantly  outweighed  ten  to  thirty  pounds,  but  he  was 
never  outplayed.
